the Blaine emblem, paraded the streets 
amidst the most enthusiasm. There are 
not less than 50,000 people on the street 
= hurrahing for Blaine, to the music of 
“Soom-de-ra,”” and in the light of exploding 
crackers and rockets. The immense lobby 
of the West house, four or five’ times 
larger than the Kimball lobby, is one great 
yelling, surging, struggling mass of Blaine 
enthusiastics, with plumes, picturds and 
American flags waving above their heads 
in a perfect cloud of colors. Conspicuous 
among the plumes, was a great banner, 
upon which was painted in large letters, 
“If Harrison is nominated, he will lose In- 
diana by 20,000.” 

This was put out by the Blaine Club of 
Fort Wayne, but the Indiana Harrison peo- 
ple organized and made a rush through the 
crowd for it. At one time several hundred 
men were fighting with fists and umbrellas. 
The banner was torn to shreds but there 
was such a jam that but few of the rush- 
ers were injured. It was at too close quart- 
ers for sticks and the damage was conse- 
quently insignificant. 

The enthusiasm for Blaine is so great 
and intense that if a ballot were taken to- 
morrow he would probably get through in 
a stampede. Should the enthusiasm con- 
tinue at the present high pitch the chances 
are he will get through anyhow. The Har- 
rison enthusiasm is at a low ebb tonight. 
Indeed, there is none whatever, though the 
Harrison leaders are still making big 
claims. E. W. B- 


MAKING UP ESTIMATES. 


The Harrison People Claim Several Addi- 
tions. 


Minneapolis, June 8.—The Harrison peo- 
ple are maintaining this morning, with con- 
siderable show of plausibility, that they 
have made gains within the past twenty- 
four hours in certain of the northern and 
eastern states. Particular stress is laid by 
them on the state of New York, where 
they claim, at present, that they will re 
ceive twenty-nine votes on the first ballot. 

The claims of all the candidates, and 
estimates and indications, carefully gleaned 
from all quarters, show that the Blaine 
and Harrison forces are of almost equal 
strength at this time. 

The Advantage of Organization. 


The Blaine people have the advantage of 
organization, not only of the convention, 
but of important committees; but the Har- 
rison management certainly succeed in 
keeping their forces well together to pre 
vent the, slightest appearance of demoraliza- 
tion. The knowledge that McKinley is to 
be chairman of the convention has added 
somewhat to the presidential boom of the 
governor of the Buckeye State, which is 
being widely discussed by the more con- 
servative delegates, and there is evidently 
a@ movement in some quarters to spring his 
name as a dark horse when occasion seems 
to indicate the probability of the success of 
such action. 

Some Other Dark Horses. 

Hon. Jeremiah Rusk, secretary of agri- 
culture, and Hon. John Sherman, of Ohio, 
senator; Hon. W. B. Allison, senator from 
Iowa, and others, are mentioned as possible 
candidates, but neither the Blaine or Har- 
rison people have, thus far, evinced the 
slightest indication of abandonment of their 
candidate to turn to a dark horse in order 
to defeat the opposition.

Temporary Chairman’ Fassett introduced 
his successor, and when Chairman Mce- 
Kinley led off by saying that the repub- 
lican conventions say what they mean and 
mean what they say, the sentiment received 
enthusiastic applause. 

The Chairman’s Speech. 

_ The Chairman—Gentlemen of the conven- 
tion, in presenting to you your permanent 
chairman, the chair desires to thank you 
most heartily for the kind forbearance 
which you have shown to him. I now have 
the honor to introduce your permanent 
chairman, Governor McKinley. 

“Gentiemen of the convention” began 
Governore McKinley (cries of “three cheers 
for McKinley.”) ‘The vast audience arose 
and shook the building with cheers. After 
the applause had subsided, Governor Mc- 
Kinley proceeded as follows: 

I thank you for the honor of presiding over 
this convention of the republican party. (Ap- 
plause.) Republican conventions mean some- 
thing. They have always meant something. 
(Applavcre.) Republican conventions say what 
they .iean and mean what they say. (Ap- 
plaugs) hey declare principles and policies 

_rposes, and when, intrusted with power 

* and enforce them. (Applause.) The 

st “‘Mutional convention of the republican 

party was held thirty-six years ago in the city 

of Philadelphia. The platform of that great 

convention reads today more like an inspiration 

than the afiirmnation of a political party. 
(Great applause.) 

Every provision of that great instrument 
made by the fathers of our party is on the 
public statutes of our country today. (Ap- 
Jlause.) Every one of them has been em- 
odied into public law and that cannot be 
said of the platform of any other political 
organization in this or any other country of 
the world. (Cheers.) Whenever there is any- 
thing to be done in this country, and by this 
country, and for this country, the republican 
party is called upon to do it. There is one 
thing that can be said about our organization, 
that cannot be said about any other. It can 
look backwards without shame, or 
humiliation; and it can look forward with 
cheer and exultations. (Great applause.) 
That cannot be said of any political organiza 
tion other than ours tn the United States. 

Thus, gentlemen of the convention, we are 
here today to make a platform and ticket that 
will commend themselves to the conscience 
and intelligence and the pees of the 
American people (prolonged applause), and 
we will do it. (Cheers). Whatever is done 
by this convention, either as to platform or 
as to the ticket, will receive the approval of 
the American people in November of this 
year. (Great applause.) We have already 

eard some of the notes of victory, for this 
is the republican year. Rhode Island has 
spoken. (Applause.) Only yesterday Oregon 
spoke, electing three representatives—three 
republican representatives to congress of the 
United States, and when we get through this 
convention its conclusions will be the law of 
republican action, as they will be an as- 
surance of _republican victory. (Applause. 

We are for the protective’ tariff and for 
reciprocity. (Great applause.) We propose to 
take no hackward step upon either one of 
these great republican principles. (Applause.) 
We stand for the protective tariff because it 
represents the American home, the American 
fireside, the American family, the American 
‘irl, the American boy and the highest possi- 
bilities of American citizenship. (Applause.) 

We propose to raise our money for public 
expenses by taxing the products of other 
nations, rather than by taxing the products 
of our own. (Applause.) The democratic 
party believes in direct taxation, that is in 
taxing ourselves, but we do not believe in 
the principle, so long as we can find anybody 
else to tax. Our protective tariff not only 
does everything which the revenue tariff is 
doing, raising all the needed revenues, but 
the protective tariff does more. The protective 
tariff encourages and stimulates American in- 
dustries and gives the widest possibilities to 
American genius and American efforts. Does 
anybody know what tariff reform is? (No, 
no, and laughter.) And what is the platform of 
our political opponents this year? What does 
it mean? You say study President Cleveland's 
utterances. From the first one made in New 
York, when he said he did not know any- 
thing about the tariff, until his last one in 
Rhode Island. you can come away ig- 
norant and uninformed as to what tariff re- 
form means. Since the war there lave been 
three great tariff reform bills proposed by 
democratic leaders, none of them alike; 
neitha@ of them with the same free list; 
neither of them with the same tariff list; 
neither of them with the same rates of duty; 
but all made by the democratic party upon 
the same principles—to symbolize and repre- 
sent tariff reform. 

You may go to Mr. Mills; you may go to 
Mr. Springer and you find they differ totally. 
You may go the house at representatives at 
Washington, which was elected distinctly 
upon what they call the tariff reform issue 
with two-thirds majority in the house, an 
what do you find? They pass three bills. Le 
me name them. First, free tinplate, leaving 
sheet steel, from which it is made, tariffed. 
That is a finished product of free and raw 
material bearing duty. Second, free wool to 
the manufacturer and tarifféd cotton to the 
consumer. Third, free cotton ties to the cot- 
ton states, and tariffed hoop iron to all the 
rest of the states. That is their idea of tariff 
reform. Gentlemen .of the convention, how 
do you like it? 

This contest that we enter upon is for the 
maintenance of protection § and reciprocity. 
(Applause.) And I want to say here that 
there is not a line in that tariff bill that is 
not American; there is not a passage that is 
not patriotic; there is not a page that does not 
represent true Americanism and the highest 
possibilities og American citizenship. (Great 
applause. ) 

We are to declare ourselves upon other 
questions here today. We are to declare our 
selves upon the question of a free ballo 
and fair count. (Applause.) No platform 
should ever be made that does not reiterate 
that great constitutional guarantee. No re- 
publican speech should ever be made that does 
not insist firmly and resolutely that that 
great constitutional guarantee shall be a liy- 
ing birthright—not a cold formality of con- 
enactment, but a living thing 
which the poorest and humblest may con- 
fidently enjoy and which the richest and most 
powerful dare not deny. (Applause.) 

We can well leave to the committee on res- 
olutions the duty of making a “latform that 
shall represent the best thoughts and best 
ideas and best wisdom of the republican 
party. We will go out of this convention 
upon a true republican platform; we will go 
marching to victory, no matter what name 
may carry the banner, (Great applause.) 


A LITTLE HITCH.

Enough to Elect, 


Minneapolis, June 8.—Of the two distin- 
guished Americans who have been more 
assiduously urged by their friends the past 
week for the presidential nomination nei- 
ther one®*tonight seems to have assurance 
of suflicient votes to effect a nomination. 
The seeker after accurate information as

THE DELEGATES ARE DEJECTED, 


Because They Feel That They Are but Pup- 
pets After All. 


Minneapolis, June 8.—This is the tenth 
national convention held in the history of 
the republican party and is the end of the 
fourth decade of the ‘party which has play- 
ed such an important part in the history 
of the American rep » but it can safely 
be asserted that the p er of a cen- 
tury has never witnessed convention 
where there was such a rapid subsidence 
of enthusiasm as is noticeable here on the 
eve of the critical day which should decide 
the contest. 

All the ardor and enthusiasm and * > 
sistible conviction of success which \ 
rank and file of both forces have constantly 
displayed today are significantly absent 
tonight. In the first place, the average 
republican has been deeply disappointed at 

very leisurely manner in which the 
le spirits of the convention have 
pos ed the essential business for which 
the egates are called together and feel- 
ing that if the programme of delay succeeds 
n ballot may not even be taken tomorrow. 
It has caused every faction suddenly to 
realize that the citadel of opposition is not 
to be carried by assault after all, and he 
now awaits the result of a ballot. 

All this has had an effect to dampen the 
enthusiasm which pervaded the souls of 
every loyal republican a day or so ago, and 
now people, who but twenty-four hours 
since were hilariously parading the streets, 
are walking dejectedly to and fro, and 
wondering how the thing is geing to go 
after all. ‘here is evidence of conscious-, 
ness on the part of the average layman 
that he is something of a puppet in this 
battle for political mastery, and that it is 
the leaders in conference in upstairs rooms 
who have been directing his enthusiasm 
and who are likely to profit by the results. 
Of course their reflections are not very 
gratifying to the sovereign American elector, 
aud he is disposed to resent this assumption 
by another man of control of his political non- 
entity, so that tonight it is not uncommon 
to see walking around arm in arm throug 
the streets, or quietly conversing on the 
curbstones, a couple of privates, who but a 
few days ago were arrayed in opposition 
factions and fiercely combatting the factional 
affiliations and presidential preferences of 
each other.

Minneapolis, June 8,—The diplomatic tri- 
umph of the ,Blaine»element, in securing 
control of the organization of the conven- 
tion, and of the committees which are to 
play such an important part in its labors, 
is the sensation of the day. 

No one, not even the leaders of the Har- 
rison forces, appears to know exactly when 
the conspiracy had its birth or how it car- 
ried its execution, but it has’ forced itself 
on every man as a surprise that there is a 
deep motive in this, and that the plans of 
Blaine leaders ha been cautiously laid. 


. In the failure of the Harrison managers to 


earry their fight against Fassett from the 
national committee to the floor of the con- 
vention, the Blaine leaders, by the very de- 
feat of their enemies, were enabled to 
secure the first decisive victory.

Minneapolis, June &8—The silver men 
have been very aggressive from the very 
beginning of the gathering and have given 
the committee on resolutions a at deal 
The New Cashutmiiios Eng- 
land members of the committee proved too 
strong for anything like a flat-footed decla- 
ration and unlimited coinage, or anything 
similarly radical. The upshot was an 
agreement that the second plank should deal 
with the silver question. The compromise 
as to the language wns that the declaration 
should be substantially as follows: 

“The American people are, by tradition 
and interest, in favor of the bimetallic 
a of gold and silver, but one dollar 
should be as good as another dollar, that 
silver should be coined at a ratio to be fix- 
ed by legislation and that the forthcoming 
international conference’ is endorsed as 
probably furnishing a satisfactory solution 
of this vexed question of our financial rela- 
tions.” 

As a concession to the silver mcn, who 
also represent the wool-growing states, the 
committee agreed to the insertion in the 
tariff plank of an emphatic protest against 
the action of the democracy in singling 
out lead and wool as articles to be placed 
on the free list. 

A free coinage resolution, pure and sim- 
ple, was voted down in the subcommittee 
on this branch of the platform by a vote 
of 3 to 2. Then the plank above given 
was formulated. It is still subject to re- 
vision. 


A SE-TBACK FOR BLAINE. 


The Harrison Men Trip Up the Credentials 
Committee. 


Minneapolis, June 8.—The Blaine people 
met with a surprise this afternoon in the 
committee on credentials. hTey found a 
counter plan at work to defeat their purpose 
to approve the proceedings of the nation- 
al committee in the matter of contested 
seats, and when a vote was taken on dele- 
gates at large and one district of Alabama 
was contested, they found themselves in a 
minority after having confidently looked to 
a victory in all contests, previous votes 
having showed that they were in the ma- 
jority and controlled the committee by a 
majority of six votes. It was only one 
vote by which they lost and subsequently 
they pulled themselves together and carried 
a motion to adjourn with another motion 
to reconsider pending. 

The Blaine men on the delegation said it 
was a set-back, but predicted that things 
would come out all right in the end, and be- 
fore the report was prepared for submis- 
sion to the convention’ it would be found 
that they were again in the majority. They 
said that tonight the fight would be renewed 
and that they would carry their point and 
seat‘ the anti-Mosely faction in Alabama 
who have been given seats by the national 
committee. 

The news, however, gave a great deal of 
satisfaction and encouragement to the Har- 
rison men, who up to this time have been 
bitterly complaining of the way in which 
they were being treated by the committee 
on. credentials. Some of their leaders ex- 
pressed a fear that the committee did not 
propose to report'at all and were in favor 
of fighting the committee on the floor of 
the convention. From this they were re 
strained by the fact that defeat almost in- 
evitably meant a loss of prestige, and they 
realized that on an indirect proposition or 
which the delegates were not bourid by in- 
structions they were weaker than on a 
ballot. Some votes, it was evident, would 
also be lost through an indisposition to con- 
demn the party leaders by such a rebuke as 
would necessarily be implied in an  at- 
tack on the committees constituted in the 
regular way.

tickets. 

The fight is on the same lines that the 
battle of two years ago was fought, and 
Kolb, who led the alliance forces in 1890, 
is the leader now in the fight. against 
Governor Jones. who was nominated two 
years ago over Kolb. 

The regulars met in the capitel at noon 
today, and nearly every county in the state 
was represented. The Kolb cancus having 
failed in its efforts to do anything looking 
to reconciliation through the state executive 
committee, sent a proposition to the con- 
vention itself, but this was sat down upon 
by laying it on the table. This made the 
Kolb men hot in the collar, and they pro- 
ceeded to organize their own state conven- 
tion in the opera house.

The only statement 
made authoritively by this department in 
regard to the cotton crop for this year, is 
that based upon reports of our correspond- 
ents on cotton planting, the results of which 
are stated as showing a decrease in cotton 
acreage this year of from 18 to 19 per 
cent. That is all that has been said in 
any report of this department relating to 
the cotton crop for the present year.”

Pettus replied that the’ kerosene emul- 
sion was successful in eradicating this 
pest. To ten parts of milk add one part 
of kerosene, churn amd add ten parts of 
Water. “I use whale oil soap for milk.” 
Mr. Ormond said that stri bugs were 
devouring his cucumber vines. President 
Toon recommended tobacco tea for the 
striped bug. Ex-President Beatie thought 
& mulch of tobacco steins excellent. 

Mr. R. M. Goodman, of South Kirkwood, 
exhibited fine specimens of Shaffer’s co- 
lossal raspberrics. 

Mr. Pettus said that raspberries would 
yield from sixty to eighty bushels per acre. 
At 20 cents per quart a handsome sum 
would be realized. They require deep 
piowing and heavy manuring. On a plot 
fen rods over one-third of an acre he gath- 
ered 3,200 quarts of raspberries.

The Romance of a Man Now in Fulton 
Jail. 


THE GEORGIA JESSE ‘JAMES, 


And the Story of the Girl He Left Behind 
Him—June’s Balmy Breezes Put 
Poetry in His Head. 


Asbury Gentry’s sweetheatt and love af- 
fairs; his life of crime ending by a sentence 
of death on the gallows—what a story of 
romance and misdoing it all makes. 

There is a chapter in the life of Asbury 
Gentry that has never been written, but 
which is replete with more every-day in- 
terest than anything that has ever been 
written of the strange criminal now in the 
Atlanta jail. 

Gentry’s life has been wholly spent in 


‘the quiet of Carroll county, but it has been 


full of stirring events and tragic incidents. 

Although a confirmed law breaker, and a 
desperate fellow generally, there was a 
tender side to the man. Last year Gentry 
fell in love with a young lady belonging to 
an excellent family in Haralson county, 
and began paying her devoted attention. 
As romantic as he was rugged and desper- 
ate, he pressed his suit vigorously and only 
a few months ago he was accepted by the 
young lady. : 

Her friends and relatives strongly op- 
posed the match and urged her to give up 
the idea of marrying the man who was 
rapidly gaining a reputation almost equal 
to that of Jesse James. Opposition only 
increased their determination to get married 
and a day for the marriage was set. 

By a striking coincidence; on the day set 
for the marriage Gentry was on trial for 
his life. But his sweetheart remained true, 
and constantly corresponded with the al- 
leged murderer. He wrote to her request- 
ing her not to come to him in jail, as he 
did not wish her to see him a prisoner. 

After Gentry was arrested, the relatives 
of the young lIsdy, so he says, grew more 
bitter toward him, and interested them- 
selves in a very active manner to secure 
his conviction. 

“They wanted me hung,” he says, “for 
they knew that that would break up the 
marriage.”’ 

When Gentry was sentenced to death he 
wrote a long letter to his fiancee expressing 
unchanged love, and the hope that he would 
soon be out of his trouble. He enjoined 
her to remain true whatever her relatives 
might say or do. 

Since his incarceration in the Atlanta 
jail, the thought of his sweetheart has given 
Gentry more worry and anxiety than his 
death sentence. Nothing has stirred him 
into tenderness but the thought of a maiden 
all forlorn in Haralson county. 

Yesterday. the condemned man sent her 
a long letter—not, however, the first he 
has sent her since he was jailed. 

It was unique, was the love letter that 
the illiterate fellow sent to his heart’s 
choice. Four pages were taken up with 
poetry of his own making, all expressive 
of the most profound and undying love. 

The few paragraphs of prose told her 
that he was hoping for the best, and as- 
sured her that he would never cease to 
love her. He was somewhat hampered by 
circumstances in making plans for the 
future. : 

“IT didn’t want her to see me in such a 
place as this,” said Gentry with a sigh, 
“but I love her—I love her.” He choked 
up, and went no farther. 

If Gentry fails to get a new trial, his 
sweetheart will visit him in the Atlanta 
jail within the next few weeks. 

Gentry is one of the oddest characters 
that was ever confined in the Atlanta jail, 
and no one would suspect that he. was the 
hero of a love affair. But all his fellow 
prisoners take an interest in the condemned 
man’s romance. The man is only twenty- 
four years old, but he looks much older, a 
shaggy, unshaved beard covering his face. 
He is of short stature, has small features, 
sleepy-looking eyes and a great mass of 
shaggy black hair. His wid@brimmed hat 
and rough dress give him the appearance 
of a desperado.

NEW YORK, June 8—The Liverpool market opened 
this morning, after a holiday of three days. During 
that time, it seems in a measure to have lost the vim 
that previously characterized it. The net improve- 
ment on the day, as compared with Friday’s closing 
prices, is only from 1@2-64d in futures, and spot sales 
were only 8,000 bales. Our cables advise that the 
Whitsantide holidays still continue in Manchester, and 
that spinners are not expected to buy freely this week.

1. The action being by a mother as guar- 
dian of her minor child, against a bank, to 
recover a deposit made by the grandmother 
of the child in its name, and the controlling 
questions being whether the money was fur- 
nished by the grandmother herself, or was 
a gift to the child from the mother and en- 
trusted to the grandmother to be deposited, 
and whether the bank at the time it subse- 
quently paid out the money on the grand- 
mother’s check had notice of the gift, and the 
evidence being positive and uncontradicted 
that it had such notice, a request to charge 
the jury, based in part upon the hypothesis 
that it did not have such notice, was rightly 
refused. 

2. Whether, after such notice to the bank, 
the mother’s assent to the payment of the 
money on the grandmother's check could 
rightly be inferred from a given state of cir- 
cumstances, such as that the bank sent for 
the mother and she and the grandmother had 
a conversation about the deposit and the 
right of the grandmother to draw out the 
money, and she did not then or afterwards 
give notice to the bank that she still ob- 
jected to any payment to the grandmother, 
she having previously given notice of her 
objection in express terms, was a question 
of fact for the jury, and not one of law for 
determination by the court. 

a The verdict was warranted by the evi- 
ence,

1. It was not due diligence to procure the 
attendance of witnesses in behalf of one who 
stood charged by indictment with an offense, 
for him, on Friday before the court was to 
convene on Monday, to put in the hands of 
the sheriff of the county in which the indict- 
ment was pending, writs of subpena to be 
served on witnesses who resided in an adjoin- 
ing county. 

2. One of three gamblers engaged together 
in a game of cards played for money having 
declared during the progress or at the close 
of the game that he had lost a certain sum, 
naming it, the declaration was a part of the 
res gestae, and is admissible in evidence on 
the trial of another one of the gamblers, the 
witness who testifies to the declaration hay- 
ing been present, and seen the game played 
with the money staked, and knowing of his 
own knowledge that all three participated in 
the transaction.

1. After a given section of the code has been 
amended, a subsequent section which by its 
language and subject-matter forms a context 
thereto, is generally to be interpreted as 
though the amended section had originally 
read as it does after being modified by the 
ainendment.

edifice, right or privilege granted by charter, 
and constructed for use under authority there- 
on.” is unaffected by the amendment, inas- 
much as the phraseology covers only such 
vehicles and edifices as have been constructed 
for use under the authority of a charter. 
2. It follows from the foregoing that an in-
